ESCAPE AFTER FOUR

Singing and shouting to drown 
out the sounds of their work, four 
Clayton Jail prisoners sawed their / 
way through a steel cell wall, Dur- 
rowed through a 24@inch stone 
foundation and @€scaped at 4 a. m. 
today. 

The work of driving their way to 
freedom from the cell block, built 
took them but four hours 
ithough their only tools were a 
acksaw, two teaspoons and three 
steel legs wrenched from a book 


1912, 


The cell block from which the 
escape was made is in the base- 
ment of the jail building, a wing 
of the courthouse. After crawling 
throu zh an opening sawed in the 
J wall of the cell block, the 
prisoners found themselves in a 
narrow runway against the court- 
house foundation. They pried away 
several stones, crawled into a base- 
ment storeroom and from there 
walked through an unlocked door 
to the basement corridor of the 
court-house and out one of the 
three basement exit? to freedom.

Bain, 74 years old, already is un- 
der a sentence of from one to five 
years on a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud. He has appealed that con- 
viction. 

Fisher and Bain’s two sons,-John 
H. and Robert A., were fined $1000 
each on the conspiracy to defraud 
charge, the Judge asserting he be- 
lieved that they acted only under 
the elderly financiar’s orders. 

Today’s sentences were passed at 
“plea in bar” proceedings, under 
which the sentences may be ap- 
pealed directly to the State Su- 
preme Court. . The defense will en- 
ter objections before the high 
court, declaring the indictments 
illegal on the grounds that the 
grand jury was drawn improperly. 

The State charged that failure of 
the Bain system cost Chicagoans 
$40,000,000, including money lost in 
collapse of Bain realty holdings and 
financing systems. Bain came to 
American from Scotland a penni- 
less immigrant and built up his for- 
tune after obtaining a job asa 
plumber’s helper.

COMMUNIST GROUP 
SPONSORS MEETING 


Head of Concern Says Com- 
petitive Conditions in In- 
dustry Do Not Justify 
Higher Pay. 


About 500 Negro women, em- 
ployes of the R. E. Funsten Co., 
dealer in nuts and dried fruits, 
went on strike today in protest 
against lack of wnat they called “a 
living wage.” 

At a mass meeting at Fifteenth 
and Carr streets some of the women 
reported that only the-most expert 
nut pickers could earn as much as 
$3 a week at a rate of three cents a 
pound. One woman told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that she earned 
an average of $1.83 a week, work- 
ing nine hours a day. 

The meeting was under auspices 
of the local Communist organiza- 
tions, which is sponsoring a food 
workers’ union. One of the Com- 
munist leaders said that white wo- 
men employed by the Funsten com- 
pany received between $5 and $6 a 
week. 

Eugene M. Funsten, presidént, 
said that competitive conditions 
within the industry did not justify 
higher wages. ‘There was no dis- 
crimination in favor of white em- 
ployes, he said, explaining that 
white and Negro pickers handled 
different grades of nuts. The Negro 
women were paid three or four 
cents a pound, he said, depending 
on théjsize of nuts, while white em- 
ployes received four to six cents a 
pound. 

Funsten said his company had 
been unable to earn a profit for 
more than two years, chiefly be- 
cause of competition by cheap Mex- 
ican and Negro labor in the South. 

His company, he said, employed 
between ‘600 and 800 persons. The 
main factory is at Sixteenth street 
and Delmar boulevard, with 
branches at 4241 Easton avenue and 
3404 Walnut street. 

A committee to represent the 
strikers in dealings with the com- 
pany was appointed at the mass 
meeting. sten said he would re- 
ceive the committee.

- WASHINGTON, May 15.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull said today that 
in the forthcoming world economic 


conference he would be giad to re- 


- @xamine any practice, policy or 
method of this Government which 
other countries might think unfair- 
ly restrictive of trade. He said he 
would do this just as he would ex- 
pect the representatives of other 
countries to re-examine their own 
tariff and exchange policies. 

Hull's statement was made in re- 
sponse to a question concerning an 
American regulation barring Ar- 
gentine meat on the ground that it 
might spread the hoof and mouth 
disease. : 

Hull told reporters that unless 
the nations together deal with 
trade and exchange restrictions 
without delay the world will gravi- 
tate rapidly toward bankruptcy. 

He conceded that domestic poli- 
tics both in the United States and 
in other countries presented possi- 
ble handicaps which have to be 
considered. 

Blames Bi-Lateral Trade Pacts. 

Hull said the bi-lateral commer- 
cial treaties entered into with var- 
ious countries by Great Britain, 
France and other nations indicated 
a philosophy of the survival of the 
fittest and had brought about an 
intolerable condition which would 
compel leaders to join in the unit- 
ed movement for relief. 

Asked whether this meant that 
the bi-lateral agreements would 
have to be undone, Hull replied 
that some countries were in con- 
trol of statesmen who had not 
learned anything thus far. _ 

There are various approaches to 
unified action, he said. He ob- 
served that the nations might com- 
mence by pure bi-lateral tariff bar- 
gaining or they might lower tariffs 
relatively. He aiso pointed to the 
possibility of agreement of regional 
tariff advantages between neigh- 
boring nations. 

He advocated working for the 
most favored nation policy of tar- 
iffs with as few conditions as pos- 
sible. i 

Daily Economic Discussions. 

Hull announced that hencefor- 
ward daily economic discussions 
will be held here, at which will be 
heard various of the 42 countries 
invited to exchange views prélim- 
inary to: the world conference 
through diplomatic channels. 

The big point in this movement, 
Hull said, is whether the nations, 
especially the more important com- 
mercial nations, are going to de- 
velop a will in this position to join 
in an international program of bus- 
iness recovery. Once they do so, 
he said, many avenues of action 
appear. These, he said, include 
stabilization of currencies and ex- 
change. 

The nations could enter a per- 
manent agreement not to increase 
obstructions to movements of inter- 
national capital, good’ and services, 
Hull added, and they could agree 
on methods of attacking the whole 
problem of obstructions. 

Asked whether all this could be 
accomplished at the conference 
which begins in London, Juné 12, 
Hull said the nations could certain- 
ly formulate policies and develop 

. the mechanics for gradually work- 
ing out the problem. 

Such measures, Hull said, would 
raise price levels.

Leasing 
of lands by the Government to ab- 
sorb former farm dwellers now idle 
in the cities is believed to be a 
part of the plan under considera- 
tion. Bernarr MacFadden, who is 
interested in this movement, was a 
week-end guest at the White 
House. 

Groups Studying Bill. 
Various elements interested in 
the works industry bill still are 
studying its provisions. The Steer- 
ing Committee of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers was 
called together today to discuss 
them. This group especially is in- 
terested in the provisions for vir- 
tual Federal control of industry 
proposed in the bill. These provi- 
sions contemplate the “relaxing” of 
the anti-trust laws (designed to 
prevent monopoly and prevent 
price-fixing), to permit Government 
sanction of trade agreements for 
minimum wages, shorter working 
hours and control of surplus pro- 
duction. 

A smaller group of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association has ,viewed 
the bill and given approval to it 
in principle. Many of these hold 
the view that new taxés should be 
kept at a minimum, and that this 
can best be accomplished by lend- 
ing money to industry for absorb- 
ing the unemployed instead of 
spending it outright on public 
works. The bill contains some pro- 
visions for loans to industry on a 
broad basis designed to stimulate 
employment, but the extent of these 
loans has not been made public. 
Elements Not Fully Satisfied. 

Organized labor is known to be 
dissatisfied with certain of the 
provisions relating to working con- 
ditions. From within the closed 
doors of the méeting of the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers’ 
Steering Committee came reports 
that some members were strongly 
against the labor clauses despite 
the compensating returns to indus- 


tition, existing largely as a result 
of industry’s legal disabilities, has 
in some industries and localities 
resulted in low wages, long hours 
and bad working conditions, tending 
to bring undeserved discredit upon 
industry as a whole,” he added:

Coffin’s Recommendation. 

Establishment of a “council of 
national security” and an “isdus- 
trial commission” to co-ordinate 
the programs that have been ad- 
vanced for rehabilitation af indus- 
try was recOmmended in a booklet 
handed to members of Congress 
and others. It was prepared by 
Howard E. Coffin, former member 
of the advisory commission of the 
war-time council of national 
defense, and Charles E. Stuart, 
president of a New York engineer- 
ing firm and chairman of the plan- 
ning ‘committee of the New York 
Board of Trade. 

Coffin pointed out that the ma- 
chinery for the proposed national 
planning agency was ready in the 
war-time council and its advisory 
commission and could be made 
available by simple amendment. 
The new council would include 
seven cabinet members—treasury, 
war, navy, interior, agriculture, 
commerce and labor—and the in- 
dustrial commission, nine civilians 
specially qualified through experi- 
ence in industry and related fields.

NEW YORK, May 15.—A demon- 
stration on the Columbia Univers- 
ity campus against the dropping of 
Donald Henderson, an instructor 
who has taken part in numerous 
radical activities, turned into a 
free-for-all fight today. It was 
quelled by police. 

Diego Rivera, the Mexican art- 
ist, whose work at Rockefeller Cen- 
ter recently was halted by the 
Rockefellers, was speaking when 
some one attempted to bind a black 
gag around the head of the statue 
of alma mater. Fighting broke out 
among the hundreds of students 
and outsiders assembled on .the 
campus and police charged the 
throng. One man was arrested. 
Police described him as an unem- 
ployed man? 

More than 500 of the students ig- 
nored their classes and spent the 
day on strike. 

Several minor skirmishes preceded 
a second free-for-all fight. An 
emergency squad of police broke it 
up. Then an opposition student at- 
tempted to spray the crowd with u 
hose. 

The free-for-all followed the in- 
troduction of an effigy of Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, president of 
the university, in cap and gown. 
John Donovan, chairman of the 
meeting, held the figure aloft and 
cried: “This is Dr. Butler.” Dono- 
van was immediately knocked from 
the, platform. An anti-Henderson 
student leaped up, He cried: “This 
is why Hitler is doing what he is in 
Germany.” 

Following an address by Hender- 
son, himself, the students marched 
down the library steps and formed 
a parade.. They marched up Broad- 
way to One Hundred and Twentieth 
street and into Morningside drive 
chanting: “Reinstafe Henderson,” 
and “We Want Henderson.” 

They came to a stop in front of 
the home of Dr. Butler and a loud 
speaker truck accompanying the 
marchers, in which sat Dr. Addison 
P. Cutler, a Columbia instructor in 
economics, blared: “Reinstate Hen- 
derson.” The students chanted ac- 
companiment. 

A man stuck his head out of 2 
window on the top floor and 
watched. Professors and instruc- 
tors in the faculty club next door 
hung out their windows. 

After 50 or more chants the stu- 
dents turned back to One Hundred 
and Sixteenth street. Opposition 
students turned hoses on them. The 
streams, not powerful enough to 
reach the paraders, came down on 
policemen who were on the side 
lines. 

Returning to the campus at 2 p.

MISSOURI DENTISTS 
OPEN CONVENTION 


Report Made on State-Wide 
Survey of Teeth of 
School Children. 


A report on the State-wide sur- 
vey made by the- Missouri State 
Dental Association of children in 
public and parochial schools was 
the feature of the opening day’s 
session of the association's sixty- 
eighth annual convention today at 


Hotel Jefferson. The meetings will 
last through Wednesday. 

The survey was undertaken to 
determine the extent of infection 
and decay in the teeth of school 
children and to call attention - to 
the parents of conditions in the 
teeth whih should be remedied 
early. In the 620,000 children ex- 
amined the dentists found 700,000 
first molars that either had been 
removed or required extraction. 
Each person has four first molars. 

The first molars play an im- 
portant part in the formation of 
the jaw and face, Dr. A. W. Her- 
ington, dentist of the State Board 
of Health, who made the report, 
pointed out. He said that in more 
than 50 per cent of the cases there 
Was some abnormal formation of 
either the jaw or the face due to 
the bad condition of the teeth.

Farmers Rush Past Depu- 
ties at Bonduel, Wis., 


and Dump Truck on Way 
to Plant.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 15.— 
Another riot, in which farmers 
rushed by Deputy Sheriffs and 
spilled milk from a truck at Bon- 
duel, northwest of Green Bay, to- 
day marked the turbulent course 
of the Wisconsi# milk strike, At 


Bonduel tear gas was released 
among striking farmers. But they 
weathered the gas attack, put «a 
small group of officers to flight 
and effectively stopped deliverier 
to the Bonduel milk pliant. 

In the Milwaukee area a group 
of pickets defied the authority of 
city health commissioness as “mi'k 
dictators.” A few miles south of 
the city strikers dumped a load of 
milk being brought to Milwaukee 
for children and the sick, in con- 
formity to emergency plans devised 
by Gov. A. G. Schmedeman. Twelve 
squads of deputies, directed by ra- 
dio, concentrated on the trouble 
spot, but meanwhile leaving other 
roads unguarded and leading au- 
thorities to express fear that in a 
short time there would not be 
enough milk for children. 

In other spots there weer sporad- 
ic outbreaks of violence. At Piy- 
mouth, “cheese capital of the na- 
tion,” doors of several small cheese 
factories were battered down. Sev- 
eral thousand pounds of cheese in 
the process of manufacture were 
tossed out, or ruined with kero- 
sene. The proprietor of one cheese 
factory, Ira Conger, stood off doz- 
ens of strikers with a shotgun. 

In 14 lake shore and Fox River 
valley counties the milk business, 
with the excéption of deliveries for 
children and the sick, was at a 
standstill. All markets remained 
closed for ordinary business by or- 
der of Gov. Schmedeman. Some 
milk delivery wagons, bearing Red 
Cross placards on which were the 
words “public welfare.” moved 
through streets of Milwaukee and 
other Eastern cities. But there was 
no milk for physically fit adults, 
Sale of milk in stores was pro- 
hibited. 

The gas attack on strikers at 
Bonduel this morning was the sec- 
ond such assault withstood by de- 
termined pickets. Gas bombs hurled 
by 35 deputy sheriffs near Muk- 
wonago, southwest of Milwaukee, 
yesterday, failed to rout 300 farm- 
ers who dumped 30,000 pounds of 
milk from six tricks.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 15.—House- 
wives in New York City began pay- 
ing 1 cent a quart more for their 
milk today under the new orders of 
the State Milk Control Board to 
make possible better returns to the 
State’s dairy farmers. 

The increase in prices to be paid 
by the millions of consumers in the 
metropolitan area is counted on to 
bring in enough money to take 
care of the greater part of the 
guaranteed minimum price of 4 
cents a quart to farmers for milk 
of 3.5 per cent butterfat. 

Under the board's ruling 3.5 milk 
produced within 200 miles of New 
York City and sold for drinking 
purposes must command at least 
¢ cents a quart. Milk produced out- 
side the 200-mile zone will also re- 
turn the farmer the 4-cent rate, ex- 
wept where it is shipped to New 
York, in which case a freight dif- 
ferential is deducted.

NEW YORK, May 15.~Ernest 
Torrence, noted motion picture ac- 
tor, died today. He was 54 years 
old. The funeral will be. Wednes- 
day. His body wil be cremated and 
the ashes sent to California. 

Torrence, who starred in such 
pictures as “The Covered Wagon,” 
“The Hunchback of Notre Dame” 
and “Ruggles of Red Gap,” suc- 
cumbed in Lenox Hill Hospital. He 
had been a patient there for some 
time and recently underwent an 
operation for a gall Dladder ail- 
ment. 


His wife, the former Ilse Rea-~ 


mer, was with him at the end, as 
were his son Ernest Jr., two broth- 
ers and other relatives. 

Torrence’s home was in Holly- 
wood, Cal. He was first stricken 
aboard the liner Empress of Britain 
on which he was traveling from the 
West Coast to his native Scotland 
for a vacation. When the liner ar- 
rived here he was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Torrence was a noted portrayer 
of character role, but audiences 
were not generally aware that he 
ence sang in grand opera, became 
famous as a concert pianist before 
he went on the stage, and was a 


i musical comedy star prior to his 


Hollywood debut. 
Noted Concert Ptanist. 

He was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, and was educated in private 
and public schools, and at the Edin- 
burgh Academy of Music, the Con- 
servatorium in Stuttgart, Germany, 
and the Royal Academy of Music 
in London. 

About 35 years ago he began his 
professional career as a _ concert 
pianist, winning critical praise in 
many European capitals. He had 
a fine baritone voice and in 1900 
was awarded the Royal Academy 
of Music medal for operatic work 
and the Westmoreland prize. 

In 1901 he became leading bar- 
itone of the Savoy Opera Co. and 
sang a wide range of roles in many 
parts of the world. His services 
were greatly in demand by light 
opera and musical. comedy pro- 
ducers. 

His Career in Movies. 

He claimed the honor of being 
the first talking picture actor. 
Twenty years ago the late Thomas 
A. Edison announced he had per- 
pected a talking picture device and 
scenes were taken at East Orange, 
N. J. with Torrence singing the 
prison role in “Faust.” 

He made his movie debut as the 
villainous mountaineer in “Tol’able 
David.” So great was his success 
that he left the legitimate stage. 

“Broken Chains” was his next 
picture, and then folliéwed his nota- 
ble role as the giant scout in “The 
Covered Wagon.” Other pictures in 
which he played were “North of 
36,” “Peter Pan,” “The Blind God- 
dess,” “The King of Kings” and 
“Mantrap.” 

In recent years he had played 
many roles, sometimes sinister, 
sometimes comic. 

His friends said he literally lived 
each part. After studio hours, they 
related, he went into seclusion so as 
not to lose the impress of his char- 
acterizations. 

One of his hobbies was music, 
and in Hollywood it was considered 
an honor to be invited to a private 
recital at his home.

BISHOP CANNON FAILS. 
I FIGHT TO BAR TRIAL 


Validity of Indictment for Cor- 
rupt Campaign, Practices 
Upheld on Appeal.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Tria) 
of Bishop James Cannon Jr. on 
charges of violation of the corrupt 
practices act in 1928 seemed as- 
sured to°ay with a ruling by the 
District of Columbia Circuit Court 
of Appeals that the indictment was 
valid. The Court of Appeals also 
upheld the indictment against Miss 
Ada Burroughs, Bishop Cannon’s 
former sécretary. Defendant's 
counsel planned the appéal. 

The District of Columbia Supreme 
Court sustained a demurrer to the 
indictments. The ruling today re 
versed that decision. 

The --se had préviously gone to 
the Supreme Court on the plea that 
the Court of Appeals lacked juris- 
diction to hear the Government’s 
appeal from the District Supreme 
Court’s decision. The highest court, 
however, upheld the jurisdiction of 
the Court of Appeals. 

The charges against Bishop Can- 
non grew out of his activities 
against Alfred E. Smith during the 
1928 election. Among the contrib- 
utions received by Bishop Cannon 
in his attempt to prevent Smith’s 
election was about $65,000 from E. 
C. Jameson, wealthy New Yorker. 
The Government charged that Can- 
non violated the Federal election 
laws by failing to report to the 
Clerk of the House the disposition 
of the full amount. 

Cannon contended that he was 
not required to report all of it, and 
then, after the indictment was re- 
turned, he fought it on technical

———— | Superintendent Lee Says Recent 


Legislature Was Sympathetic 
But Lacked Money. 


May 1i— 
Charies A. Lee, State Superintend- 
ent of Schoois, in a digest of educa- 


“happy ‘to report” that no radical 
school legislation was adopted. 
“The General Assembly expressed 
a very sympathetic attitude toward 
our public schools,” Lee said. “They 
would gladly have given more sup- 
port for the puklic schools had 


there been available funds.” 


Lee’s digest follows: 

First: The rural high school de- 
ficiency bill. This was a deficiency 
appropriation bil] amounting to 
$659,269.90 and enables the State to 
pay the State’s portion of the high 
schoo! tuition in full for the gee 
year 1931-32. The State, out 
the regular last August and March 
apportionments, had _ sufficient 
money to pay only $23 pé®non-resi- 
dent student for the school year 
1931-32. The deficiency appropria- 
tion is sufficient to pay $27 addi- 
tional per student to the various 
high schools that educated rural 
high school students for the school 
year 1931-32. While this measure 
has passed both Houses it will not 
become a law until signed by the 
Governor. This money should be 
available to the various high school 
districts shortly after June l. This 
money should be used to pay all in- 
debtedness incurred for current ex- 
penses for the school year 1931-32 
and the remainder applied on the 
present school year. 


Needs Favorable Ruling. 

Second: Appropriation for the 
support of the public schools. The 
General Assembly appropriated one- 
third of the general revenue for the 
support of the public schools. This 
will amount to approximately $3,- 
000,000 for the next school year. In 
addition the General Assembly 
transferred from the blind pension 
fund to the schoo] fund the sum of 
$700,000. It will take a favorable 
opinion of the Attorney-General to 
make this available. 

Third: Election of teachers. A 
bill was enacted which prohibits the 
the election of any teacher, except 
the superintendent in first-class 
high school districts, before the an- 
nual meeting. 


Fourth: Transference of money | 


from the free textbook fund. Au- 
thority was granted to all school 
boards to transfer a portion of the 
free textbook fund to the teachers’ 
fund. There is nothing mandatory 
in this provision. It is simply per- 
missive. A school board does not 
have to transfer one penny of this 
fund, but in case the board does 
not need all the funds for free text- 
books, and happens to be short in 
the teachers’ fund, same can be 
transferred in a legal manner. 

Vocational Education Funds. 

Fifth: Appropriation for voca- 
tional education. The State appro- 
priation for vocational education is 
approximately two-thirds of the 
amount appropriated two years ago. 
There is also a reduction of 15 per 
cent in the Federal appropriation. 
Plans for financing this work for 
the next two years are now being 
formulated. 

Sixth: Salaries of county super- 
intendents. In the new law the 
method of computing the population 
of the county when determining 
the salary of the county superin- 
tendent is based upon the Federal 
census, while under the old law the 
population was determined by mul- 
tiplying the vote at the last gen- 
eral election by three and one-half. 
It is extremely regrettable that the 
new law reduces the salaries of 
most of the county superintendents 
who have always been among the 
lowest salaried people of all county 
officials. 

Seventh: Transportation reim- 
bursement. The section on trans- 
portation.in the new law was 
amended so that the State funds 
for transportation can be paid di- 
rectly to the district providing the 
transportation. 

Eighth: Appropriation measures. 
(a) A deficiency appropriation for 
building aid, under the old law, 
amounting to $56,000, and a defi- 
ciency appropriation for building 
aid under the new law, amounting 
to $12,420 also were passed. A cur- 
rent building aid appropriation 
amounting to $20,000 also was 
passed. (b) An appropriation of 
$35,000 was made for teacher-train- 
ing in high schools. This is less 
than one-sixth the amount appro- 


priated two years ago. (c) An ap-. 


propriation of $90,000 was made for 
the aid of public junior colleges in 
the State.

Brown, 20-year-old farm youth liv- 
ing near Bucklin, Mo., has’ been re- 
turned to Linn County to. face 


charges of felonious assault for an 
attack on his wife, Pauline, 19, who 
is in the Boone County Hospital in 
a serious condition from injuries 


thrown from Brown’s automobile. 
Sheriffs Wilson of Boone County 
and Brown of Linn County said 
here young Brown had given them 
a written confession he planned to 
kill his vife when he learned re- 
cently she was an expectant moth- 
er before they were married last 
February. 
“I have not been able to keep this 
off my mind,” the purported confes- 
sion read in part, “and in the last 
week or two I planned to get rid of 
her.” | 
In the statement young Brown 
related how.he and his wife drove 
to Bucklin and Marceline Saturday 
night, and that near Highway 36 at 
a schoolhouse, he schoked her, then 
drove to Macon, Moberly and then 
néar Sturgeon, Boone County, he 
threw her out of his car. 
‘I was driving about 35 miles an 
hour,” he said. He admitted to of- 
ficers, they said, that he thought 
she would be dead. 
Later Brown drove on to Colum- 
bia, and then east on Highway 40 
to near Jonesburg, where, he said, 
“he pulled off to the side of the 
road, took a clothes line wire, tied 
himself to the car and went to 
sleep.” 
He said he was awakened by Lee 
Durnil of Kansas City. He then 
called his father, Carl Brown, and 
said he had been slugged. 
Mrs. Brown was found about 9 
o'clock yesterday morning and 
brought to the hospital here. 
Brown was taken into custody 
when he returned to Columbia with 
his father and went to the hospital 
to inquire about his wife. 
Brown said he first learned 
of his wife’s condition when her 
father, George Sportsmen, living 
near Marceline, told him.

They were 
trying to keep the situation from 
boiling. over, said an American 
spokesman, “so. that a _ skillful 
bridge may be constructed from 
the Isle of Elba, where Hitler has

It was said Davis and Paul-Bon- 
cour had no discussion of sanctions 
which might be invoked to coerce 
Germany, and that the internation- 
al tariff truce was merely given 
finishing touches in their inter- 
view. : 

French concern about Chancellor 
Hitler’s speech to the Reichstag is 
unabated, but a Government spokes- 
man said France “does- not expect 
Hitler to declare openly that the

Instead, the French believe Ger- 
many intends to “réarm” quietly, 
announcing simply that France's 
failure to disarm has violated the 
treaty and that therefore Germany 
is a free agent. This quiet re- 
arming, a French spokesman said,

What U. M. W. A. Contends. 

Proponents of the mine workers’ 
organization uphold the validity of 
its contractual relationship with 
the operators’ association, charge 
leaders of the Progressives with 
selfish motives, assert they are in- 
fluenced by Communism, claim 
that many of their followers are 
“un-American.” 

The Progressives, some of whom 
have been approached by Commu- 
nist agitators, retort they were not 
labeled “un-American” when mem- 
bers in good standing of the Lewis 
organization and assert that offi- 
cers of that body are in league with 
the large operators against the in- 
dependent mine owner’ and major- 
ity of the miners.

County authorities, officially neu- 
tral, avowedly proposing to main- 
tain order and avoid bloodshed, are 
accused by both sides of favoring 
the other—depending on the senti- 
ment in the county in which they 
operate.

It was at Du Quoin that gunmen 
shot and killed the 14-year-old 
daughter of Verne Miller, a Unit- 
ed Mine worker, as they fired three 
bullets through the house, one of 
them hitting the girl as she sat in 
the living room with six other chil- 
dren. Another penetrated the bed- 
room and kitchen, passing between 
Miller and his wife. Italians ar- 
rested in connection with the 
shooting have appeared in court 
five times. 

The conservative members of 
both sides—most of whom stay at 
home and let the younger element 
run the union meetings—are anx- 
ious for peace, anxious to be at 
work. The principal mine at Du 
Quoin, employing 650 men, is idle. 

Business men of Perry County 
assert the mining situation has so 
aggravated the effects of the de- 
pression that they “are flattened 
out.”

The foreign ele- 
ment is negligible; the miners, most 
of whom are of pioneer American 
stock, are overwhelmingly Progres- 
sive although they did not with- 
draw from the United Mine Work- 
ers until last January. Of 4076 
miners in the county, fewer than 
300 have remained loyal to the old 
organization, both sides concede. 

Two big Peabody mi: es, employ- 
ing 1400 men, are idie there because 
of the conflict. Three others are 
shut down because of the depres- 
sion, Peabody officers state. But 
two mines of the Was$om Coal Co. 
are manned *by Progressives and 
the Peabody company has been 
purchasing coal from its competi- 
tor to fulfill a railroad contract. 

After an attempted importation 
of labor from other counties had 
been halted at the county line, a 
citizens’ committee headed by Dr. 
G. B. Hart,’ Mayor of Harrisburg, 
the county seat, obtdined a mora- 
torium until May 25. 

What will happen then, if the 
Peabody company attempts to in- 
troduce miners from other coun- 
ties, is a matter of grave concern 
to Saline County officials.

Somie of those facts, essential to a sound cofnclu- 
sion as to the necessity of the development of our 
rivers in the long view of a sound nationa) economy, 
have been compiled by the Mississippi: Valley Asso- 
ciation and presented in the form of memoranda to 
the Assistant Secretary of Commerce, John Dickinson. 
The memoranda carry the name of Cleveland A. New- 
ton of this city, as general counsel of the association, 
and the statements of fact appearing théeréin may, 
therefore, be accepted as correct. In his long service 
in Congress, Mr. Newton specialized in transportation 
and made himself an authority as to the relative costs 
of rail and river carriage and the resultant industrial 
effects and dislocations. x 
A few selections will suffice. Take Peoria, Ill., and 
its tractor industry. The rail rate on tractors direct 
to the West coast varies from $1.50 to $1.93 per 100 
pounds. By rail from Péoria to Baltimore and then 
by water around through the Panama Canal to Se- 
attle is $1.06 per 100 pounds. The water rate on 
tractors from Baltimore to-Seattle is 65 cents per 
100 pounds. The question is: How can a tractor in- 
dustry in Peoria, or in any other city in the Valley, 
compete On the West coast, in the Orient or in Cen- 
tral or South America, with a tractor industry on the 
Eastern seaboard? 

Let us leave Peoria and come right home: — 
. The Monsanto Chemical Works is a large St. 
Louis industry. Its chief raw material is sul- 
phur. It has made a vast extension of its plant 
recently, not in St. Louis, but in Massachusetts. 
Why? Because the sulphur mines are in Téxas 
and the water rate on sulphur from Texas to Mas- 
sachusetts is less than $2 per ton, while the rail 
rate from the Texas mines to St. Louis, less 
than hali the distance, is more than twice that 
sum. 

Another local illustration: 

The Lambert Pharmacal Co. has long been an 
important St. Louis industry. It has been com- 
pelled to move approximately one-half of its pro- 
duction to New Jersey in order to reduce its 
transportation costs to thé West coast. 

The Peoria and St. Louis instances typify the ex- 
perience of the Middle West. “Industry is diminish- 
ing in the Mississippi Valley.” Missouri has lost three ' 
seats in Congress in the past 20 years, which means 
she is approximately 800,000 short of her proportional 
growth in population. Kansas has lost one seat, Ne- 
braska one, South Dakota one, Minnesota one, Wis- 
consin one, lowa two, Indiana two, Tennessee one, 
Kentucky two, Mississippi one and Southern Ilircte 
has suffered a serious loss in population. Seventeen 
seats in Congress have been lost in the Valley states. 
That is what is happening to “the bread basket 
of the world.” The reason is the économic handicap 
of expensive railroad transportation. We have the 
waterways, but not the waterway transportation. Will 
the Middle West sit quietly on the banks of its idle 
rivers and watch its agriculture and industries and 
population slowly decline? The question is its own 
answer. 

The late James J. Hill may again be quoted: “God 
Almighty built the greatest railroad in the world in 
the Missouri River.” He was including the Mississippi, 
of course, in his epigram. It is inconceivable that 
this mighty artery should be éehjoifed forever from 
performing its predestined commercial function, be 
forever robbed of its epic déstiny. Economic com- 
pulsion demands its maximum utilization. So with 
all the rivers of the Valley states. They must be 
wrought into the network of the transportation sys- 
tem. The Hoover blueprint must be made an actu- 
ality. 

And will the rivers, in the full action of a soundly: 
built and integrated transportation.system, drown out 
the railroads? Of course not. The rivers have a 
clearly defined part to play in the moving drama of 
our national commerce. They will be, so to speak, 
the plow horses, while the railroads, bowing to the 
showier creatures of the air, and yielding some of 
their formér authority to the more agilé truck, will 
continue to deliver a scheduled, indispensable service. 
Time, vision and energy will all be expended in 
perfecting the transportation systém our needs fre- 
quire; but we have always had an abuiidante of those 
ingredients, and still have them.

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TWO CENTS FOR EDUCATION. . 

Whether the Board of Bducation ought to yield to 
thé pressure of City Hall to reduce the 1933 school 
tax rate by 2 cents on the $100 assessed valuation is 
highly debatable. If the total school rate of 87 cents 
can be decreased by waiving the 2-cent portion for 
the interest and sinking fund, the board would be 
justified in making the cut. This item cannot be 
waived unless another means is found of meeting 
about $80,000 in interest during the coming fiscal! 
year and setting aside whatever may be réquired 
for future bond retirements. : 

However, if the cut cin be accomplished only by 
diminishing the §5-cent ‘rate for general school pur- 
poses, it is inadvisable. School funds have suffered 
enough because of lowered assessments and abnormal 
tax delinquency. A further drop in income would 
hamper the educational system and endanger con- 
tinuation of woérth-while functions. It might even 
force a second reduction of school salaries, which 
would be unfair. No subterfuge should be adopted, 
such as waiving the interest and sinking fund rate 
but drawing money for that fund out of the revenue 
bupplied by the 85-cent rate. 

City Hall, trying to uphold Democratic campaign 
promises, is seeking to make the total tax rate in 
St. Louis the same as last year. The Board of Edu- 
cation, it would seeth, is being “put on the spot.” 
it ought not allow itself to be stampeded into any 
‘lightly considered. action, especially since it must 
face the public next spritg with a new request to 
fix the general school tax rate for four years above 
the constitutional 60-cent level. After all, the differ- 
ence of 2 cénts on the Avérage tax bill will mean just 
about $1, and for most small home owners will be 
even less. i 
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GOOD TURN BY THE DENTISTS. 


The sixty-eighth annual meeting of the Missouri 
Staté Dental Association, which opened in St. Louis 
today, calls attention to a thoroughly meritorious 
activity of the dentists of Missouri. Their state- 
wide survey of the téeth of Missouri children is said 
to be the first undértaking of its kind in any state 
in the Union, and as such it is a notable step for- 
ward in voluntary public health work. The teeth 
of some 620,000 children were examined without 
expense either to the schools or the parents. This 
required the services of mote than 400 déntists, who 
collectively spent in excess of 16,000 hours in mak- 
ink the survey. 

While it is true that in many_instances parents 
sent children with teeth discovered to be decayed 
to these same deritists for filling, it is none the less 
true that further decay would have only necessitated 
more expénsive dental work later on. It is not tgo 
much to say that thousands of teeth have been saved 
to Missouri children through this survey, and this 
in turn will reduce the number of dental abscesses 
in the future. No less an authority in the world of 
medical science than Dr. Charles H. Mayo has said 
that the next great step in preventive medicine must 
be made in dentistry. It is a distinct credit to the 
dentists of Missouri that they are leading the way. 
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THE BRIDGE LOAN. 


An impasse had been reached in the city’s plan to 

permit the Terminal Railroad Association to use 
the railroad deck of the Municipal Bridge. Under 
the plan, the Terminal was to advance the money 
for the necéssary approaches, since it was properly 
held that these, like the bridge, should be the prop- 
erty of the city. After spending $1,370,000, however, 
the Terminal found itself unable to make further 
advances and the work stopped. It was then de- 
cided to apply to the R. F. C. for a $2,500,000 loan, 
and an ordinance was passed authorizing the appli- 
cation. : 
Now the R. F. C. has agreed to advance $700,000, 
which is sufficient to compiete the project, with the 
exception of ‘two western approaches, which were 
originally planned. It is the best kind of R. F. C. 
loan. It is self-liquidating, because it will be paid 
off in tolls. It will give employment. It will hasten 
the completion of a project of great importance to 
the city. For many years, the railroad deck of the 
Municipal Bridge lay entirely idle. It is now being 
used by the Alton & Southern and the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway. It should, as soon as possible, be in 
general railroad use. 

Afiother phase of the bridge settlement is the 
freeing of the vehicle deck of the Eads Bridge. That 
is to bé accomplished by payment to the Terminal 
of $140,000 a year in rent, this sum to be charged 
against railroad tolls on the Municipal Bridge. Every 
effort should be made to expedite the freeing of 
Eads Bridge, and we are sure the new city adminis- 
tration will overlook no opportunity to do so.

George Herbert Palmer, who died last week in his 
ninety-second year at his quiet home on a risé in 
Harvard yard, taught for the pure joy of it. He once 
said that Harvard paid him to do something he would 
have gladly paid “the collége to be permitted ta do. 

Graduated from 
Harvard about the time Grant was battling through 
the Wilderness, this frail little man with shaggy é¢ye- 
brows and a drooping mustache had a hand in the 
shaping of more than 16,000 students directly, and 
no one knows how many more through those who 
passed on his crystal-clear thoughts. During his 
almost half.century of active teaching, he met classes 
in Greék, English, fine arts arid philosophy, not to 
tmhention other subjects, all of which he truly mastered.

Japan is able to overrun Manchuria because China offers no unified opposition, and 
little more than local forces face enemy; war lords, busy with own affairs, give no 
help; poorly equipped soldiers are no match for Japanese with. modern equipmznt; 
in aosence of strong government, “only miracles” can help China now, writer says.

UCH an occurrence as the rapid collapse 

of the Chinese army and the volunteer 

forces in Jehol, with the sudden with- 
drawal of Gov. Tang Yu-lin from the pro- 
vincial capital without firing a shot—thus 
giving the Japanese complete control of a 
territory of 60,500 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of 4,500,000—is nothing new in Chinese 
history. 

This Jeho! episode, similar to all of Chi- 
nas past foreign wars, is not a national war. 
For instance, in the Opium War of 1840, 
China w&s supposed to be at armed conflict 
with England. But only a small army in 
Canton did thé actual fighting. No support 
whatsoever camé from the central Govern- 
ment, then in Pékin. No troops were rushed 
from neighboring provihces to assist the 
Cantonése ih resisting British warships at- 
tacking the Southern coastal cities. 

Again, during thé Boxer rébellion of 1900, 
China was “at war” with 11 nations. But, 
with the exception of a few thousand 
untrained Boxérs and a handful of troops 
from Kanau Province, the Empress Dow- 
ager fought the battles more or less sin- 
gie-handed. She received no help or sup- 
plies from other séctions. In both instahces, 
the réstilts wéré tragic for China. 

Therefére, the fall ofJehél, which is sim- 
ilar to the two previous ¢ésés, did not come 
as a great surprise to Many. It was not an 
exceptional incident, in spite of its national

Harassing the Japanese, but 
not actually assisting the regular Chinése 
armies in any effective military campaigns, 
are thousands of volunteers and loyalists, 
scattered in small units all over Manchuria. 
These loyalists are former soldiers in the 
reguiar Northeastern Army, disorganizéd by 
the Japanese after the fall of Mukden, Sept. 
18, 1931. Helping the loyalists are thousands 
of farmers, villagérs and bandits, armed 
only with agricultural implements. 

These units have no co-ordinated move- 
ment or central command that might enabie 
them to make a succesgful campaign, in spite 
of the glorifying tales told in Chinese newspa- 
pers. This lack was probably a.chief cause 
for the tragic collapse of the volunteer army 
in Manchuria early in December, 1932, when 
thousands, including the four leaders, sought 
refuge in Soviet territory. This is also why 
the volunteers in Jehol fled into Chahar 
Province last month without firing a shot.

First Action in 1906. 

The campaign against the abts* 
of opium and other narcotic drugs 
was a problem with which the 
world was deeply concerned before 
he creation of the League of Na- 
tions.. As early as 1906 certain 
states realized. that it was essen- 
tial to help China to free itself 
from the opium habit, and in 1909 
an international commission was 
convened at Shanghai by the Presi- 
dent of the United States.

HM pasis for the first opium conven- 
tion, which was drawn up by a 
conference at The Hague in 1912.

When the League of Nations was 
established it was intrusted with a 
general supervision over the appli- 
cation of any agreements relating 
to narcotic drugs. 

In 1925, as the result of a con- 
ference convened by the League of 
Nations, The Hague convention of 
1912 was complemented by a new 
convention which contained stricter 
measures for the limitation of the 
production and manufacture of. 
drugs and for a closer supervision 
over the international trade. — 

This convention provided machin- 
ery which enabled an international 
control to be exercised over com- 
mercial transactions. A system of 
mport and export certificates was 
established to insure that all ex- 
ports and imports of narcotic drugs 
should be approved as being re- 
quired for legitimate medical and 
scientific purposes. 

Then, Direct Limitation. 

These measures constituted a sys- 
tem of indirect limitation of the 
manufacture of narcotic drugs, but 
it became increasingly evident that 
the most effective remedy would be 


lirectly limit their manufacture. 

Such a system of direct limitation 
was framed by a conference which 
met at Geneva in 1931 and which 
adopted a convention for the limi- 
tation of the manufacture and the 
regulation of the distribution © of 
narcotic drugs.

BISHOP SCARLETT DEFENDS 
INTER-COMMUNION SERVICES 


Repeats Address Delivered in De- 
bate at National Episcopal 
Church Congress at Evanston. 


The Rt. Rev. William Scarlett, 
Episcopal’ Bishop coadjutor of 
Missouri, repeated yesterday at 
Christ Church Cathedral the ad- 
dress he delivered Magy 4 before 
the National Congress of the Epis- 
copal Church, at Evanston, IIL, ad- 
vocating church unity and defend- 
ing intercommunion services in 
certain instances. 

The Bishop, who conducted a de- 
bate at the congress with the Rt. 
Rev. Irving Peake Johnson of Den- 
ver, Colo., prefaced his address yes- 
terday by deprecating the fear ex- 
pressed by Bishop Johnson that a 
split in the Episcopal church is im- 
minent. 

“There are two types of minds 
in the church as elsewhere,” Bish- 
op Scarlett said. “One type ,be- 
lieves in coercion and always pa- 
rades the big stick, while the other 
believes in persuasion, holds with 
Plato that “the creation of the 
world, that is the civilized world, 
lies in the victory of persuasion 
over force. I am sure the latter 
type of mind will prevail and we 
will not split further the broken 
church of Christ. There are great- 
er issues than this facing the 
church.” 

In his address Bishop Scarlett 
pointed out the test of any union 
service is not that of ritualism, but 
whether they express as complete- 
ly as possible the spirit of Christ.

Since the natural tendency of the 
eye is to become farsighted as the 
individual grows older, it may be
